OFF CHARLESTON, 8. C, DUR-

142 PERSONS WERE ON BOARD

Vessel Carried Sixty Marines, Crew of
Seventy Men and Twelve Officers—
Was on Way to Santo Domingo—
Storm Causes Damage.

Charleston, 8. O, July 17.—The blg
nuval colller Heetor, earrying 60 ma-
rines In addition to her crew of 70
men und 12 officers, sunk off Charles-
ton on Friday, nccording to n report
from Capialn Hunt of the tug Vigl-
lant, which tried to go to the Hector's
ussigtanee.  He was anable to say
how many abonrd esenped.

Officiuls at the navy yard here an-
nounced that the erbw of the naval col-
ller Hector, ceported sunk off here, had
been taken off In small boats,

The Hector left Port Royal for San-
to Domingo on Thursday. [t attempt-
ed to put into port here when the
storm disabled it, but,. according to
Captain Hant, went down about nine
and one-half wlles from the Charles-
ton lghiship., Captain Hunt sald part
of the colller's superstructure re-
mulned nbove water,

The lighthouse tender Cypress went
out to the assigtanee of the Hector,
but wns unable to breast the heavy
sens, and returned.

The Heetor displuced 11,200 tons,
was 884 feet long, and was bullt at
Sharrows Point, Md,, In 1008,

The hurricane which struck Churles-
ton on Thursday abated on Friday.
One life was lost here. Damage to
shipplng and the water front was not
great, and the balance of the city did
uot suffer severely,
